Friefts and Rulers favour, could trade, wi hout paying five 
pounds in Money - for every pint of ftrong Drink they fold 
any Indian, without liſence from the Rulers, who-did 
Hifence ſuch as aforeſaid, ro fell what they thought goad; . 
_ Stomuch chat ſome of the Lraders have boaſted; rhat their 
y.. broft. was oae thouſand - pound in Furs, tor one hundred. . 
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Rum, Gan powder, and other Goods with which 
they traded; but of all their crading goods, they 'aid Rum 
was the chiet; for the 1»d/ans nature did fo require and 
dcfire atier ftrong Drink, that all would be oruuk in 
ſoine ſhore time, tor which caule the * »gliſþb Trades 
might then buy at any rate, and aljlo to lengthen out 
out their itock by mixing Rumand Brandy wh rworh ids 
Water; but ill gotten goods do not long remain with the

© Fhe-next in order was their Major General, whoſ, 
CT d Horſ, 
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Horſe threw him in all his 
| « bands, and he dyed immediately in the fame place. 

The third was the Caprain of th ir Caltle, who was 
ſuddainly kiled with Thunder, at which 1ime the blades 
of his Souldiers Swords melted in their ſheathes by their 
fides, yet all preſerved alive. | 

The fourth. an1 tifth were their two Captains which 
drove theſe inn-cent perſons to their bloody Altar ; rhe 
one was deprived of his uatural Reaſon, ard :or hithinels 
degraded of his Church Brethren, and became eaten of 
Lice, and a reproach io them that met him. The other 
was given up to (trong Dok, and ſuddainly dycd. 

- The ſixth of their Rulers, was one M'bb, who was 
accitſed of Uncleanneſs with his near Kins- Woman, he 
was ſtrangely drowned, when all others in the ſame 
Boat, weie out of danger. 

The ſeventh was their Jaylor, a devout Member of 
their Church, who departed thus Lite in great. horror of 
Conſcience, confetling, it ws for his great Cruelty to the poor 
Quakers. 

'The eight is faid to have ratted alive, and was he that 
condemne3J the innocent tod)e 

The nineth bled ro Leath, not known to have any 
Wound. 

The tenth was one Underwood, a rich Paker, which 
waſted his Eſtate, and became a Servant in Yirgrmia And 
another, w.-hich I well knew, did the like 

__-The tveltth (a great i/erſecutor) wasa rich Collonol, 
he eaded miſerably, being killed by the Indians in his owa 
Houſe, ina taunting way ot reproach. And at the fame 
tire his Riches conſumed by fire, and bis Daughter taken

The 
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The thirteenth was John Nortou, their high Prietia #4 
Boſton, who preached in the torz-part of the day, and in 
the latter part of che day, its ſaid, he confeſſed, rhe hand of 
God was upon him, and iodyed. 

Andas the Word of the Lord was by the Mouth of his 
Servants to John Indicor Governour, even fo is it, for his 
fair i)wellings in Boftoz are become a Barth, and Stable for 
Cows and Horſes; and one can hardly find where his fair 
D velling in Salem ſtood. And of all his other great 
Eitate in Lands and Livings, its well known, that on fotrs 

nce a day for labour, many honeſt 'men in O/d4 England 
Wo and do live far more better than any of his Poſterity 
upon the aforclaid great Eſtate, and yetT know not any of 
them” extravagant, but things do not proſper with them.”

3.19. tor itis the giit of God 
which came by Jcfus Chriſt, by whom ell that are ſaved 
ccme throvgh the Croſs, which mortifies and kills every 
Luſt, which is mans deadly Enemy, by which every 
covetous ar d unrighteous man is deceived, and ot his own 
luſt drawn into this and the other form of Religion, which 
is theircloak, to cover, hide and ſhelter all their pride and 
unrighteous Works of Covetouſneſs. And here it is that 
poor mortal mea are become Servants and Slaves to their 
own Lults, which are Devils, Thieves and Robbers, the 
deadly Enemies of mans own Houſe, that have drawn 
a way his mind into the love of carnal thiogs that periſh ; 
and of this like Nature are they bewitched that they ſhould 
not obey. the Truth; for jn their o'wa wiſdom, will and

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edrvine et and Word of his Spirit, vvhich is th e appear 
ance ot Chriſt, the Tree of Lite, and ſeed of the Ki:igdom 
of Heaven, whichall uarighteous and covetous men have, 
and do in this day burden, oppreſs and keep uader, as a 
Cart loaden with Sheaves, until, with many, the Spirit 
of God leaves ſtriving,. and their houſe becomes ceſulate, 
being left in hardneſs of heart with a ſeared C cr{cience, 
havingeyes and ears with which they can never mote tee

Unrighteoulneſs, which mans Enemies, the Devils, his 
own luſts keep open, through which, the greateſt of all 
ſias enter, namely, Pride, Bl/aſphemy Covetouſneſs, Uſury, 
Oppreſſion, - Murders, all manner of Prophaneneſs, Lying, 
Swearing, Drunkenneſs, Theft, Whoredoms, both ſpiritual 
and temporal, Back -bitings, Vhiſperings, Witch-crafts, Ha- 
treds, Strifs, Emulations, and what not of other fins, is it, 
that Pride and Covetouſneſs make not way for them to take 
place; for Pride and Covetouſneſs are not willing to live 
and abide alone, without the whole company of Enemies, 
which tind room enough to abide and live together, as 
Bcerhren of one Houſe or Family, in the heart and min4 
of every covetous man and woman, whole lult is natural 
to give way to any appearance of ourward profit or gaip in 
the things of - this et Luſt isſuch a ſubcil Devil, that 
it teaches and lead a covetous man and woman to 
cloach the outhde Fa form of R:ligiun, which is but 
a Child of their own lufts begerting, whoſe Servants they 
are to whom they obey, anda Child of their own Luſts, whoſe 
work they do. | And thus is the Scripture fulfilled by men 1n 
a form of godlineſs, without the power of God cherein, 
being outwardly cloathed with Scripture words, which ro 
them is ſuch cloathing, that cauſech ſuch men and women 
outwardly to appear as Sheep of the true Fold, whea 1n- 
deed, (as the S-ripture ſpeaketh) zhey are inwardly raveaing 
Wolves ; for when they ſpeak moſt fair, there is ſeven abomina- 
tions in their heart. So that all men and women, under 
what Name ſoever, few are they that cleave to the: "Free 
of Life, to live to God in thought, wordand work, as they 
ought to do, becauſe the love of ſome one thing or another 
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blocks vp the way of Truth, that no part of. the Crofscan 


be taken up, by them that love any thing more than the 
appearance of Gogs h-ly Truth, tor which cauſe many are 
them that cannot eater the ſtrait Gate, which will'nor 
open to any but to them that keep in the path of the jutt, 
wh ch leadeth ro the Tree of Lite, trom wtach the 'aicittul 
receive their daily nouriſhment, who are made tit to enter 
the Kingdom of Heaven; bur of ſuch thetrr Number is 
{-1all, and 1n this lite the cryal of their Faith 1s great; but 
this is their {trergch, through faith in the Promiie of Gud, 
that notning ſhall befail them, more than vwihzt he will 
enable them to bcar ; tor they have an allurance of his 
Grace, that it is able to ſave trom the nethermoit pir| of 
Hell, and wil! keep and preſerve all them that ahide taichtul 


to him, who, in the ſtillneſs of mind and retircdneſs, of 


thoughts, witneſs his ſaving power, wv hoſe Salvation is to 
the ends of che tarth. 

So that nothing more ſhall befal hoſen ones, then 
vyhat hath happened to the HouſhoFot Faith in dayzes 
pait ; There is no nevv thing under the ſun, fer as in 
all ages, even ſo novv, he that vvas a J-w in the out- 
vvard, vvas only a hearer of the Lavv, and not a doer 
of vyvhat vvas contained in the Lavv, and ſo no true 
Heir of the Promiſe, vyhich vvas to faithtull d4brab im 
and to his ſeed, not after the, Reth, bur after the (pirir, 
for that which 1s born after (the fleſh, lives to the things 
of the fleſh, which ro the wiſdom of the flcſh are ſweet 
and dclighttull, but the end thereof is the bitterneſs of 
Death, tor Death and Deſtruction is the portior, ard 


inh<ritance of every covetous man born after the fleſh,

Cod, 15 a perſecutor of the juſt aud holy. One; but who 
1s 1 that;conſiders this, or thinks of 1t? nay, rather do 
nut men hide and cover theinſelves with this and the 
v'!her torm of Religion, which if they du but barely come 
up to the outward torm, and in common honelty, anfwer 
the extriam Righteouſneſs of the Law oft men, they 
paſs among men tor Chr:/t;azs not at all conlidering, that 
no man can hea true Chr:ftian, but as ke 15 born of the 
S-irit. and throvgh the Spirit to inortifke the deeds of 
the fleſh, ſuch are not only Chriſt;azzs 1n name, but 1n na» 
ture allo they: witneſs the work of God, by Jeſus Chriſt, 
wv hoſe Leaven is the ſeed of the Kingdom, the Tree of Lite, 
unto which every true Chriſtian cleaveth, to know 
himle!f purged, cleanſed. and purified, regenerated, new 
born ard planted into Chirlt, being of one ſpirit with 
| him, to know, do, omit, go forth and work for Cod, when, 
and at v hat time ſ{cever his ſpirit moveth 3 here theAnoint« 
ing teacheth them in all things, and the Evidence of the

do juſtly love mercy, and in lovvlineſs of mind, and meck- 
neſs of heart, keeps the even path, and enters the ſtrair Gare, 
which will not open to any, that do nor in all things follow 
the teachings of Gods Word, and leadings of his Spirit, 
v hich bererte.h true faith, of which is good works v:z, 
to fear God, to work Righteouſneſs, t0 do juſtly, love mercy, 
walk humbly, ard doing no other thing to any, whatever, than 
as themſelves would be done unto ; this is the Law and Pro- 
phets, and what God requires of all men co do, otherwiſe 
they are not accepted of Ged by Jetus Chriſt, to enter 
into his reſt. So that, ifany, man ſay, he hath faith, and 
truſteth in God, to believe in his premiſe, and doth not 
manifeſt his taith, by huly works, which according to 
the Light of the Goſpel, ſo fhine, that others may glo- 
ryfic God by the ſame, that man whomſoever he be, is 
a Lyar, and the ſaving knowledge of Gods holy Truth 
abidech not in him; for taith without works is dead, and 
ſuch a faith and hope will fade away and periſh. 

And again, in whom Faith is not, Grace worketh no 
effe, which is altogether through mans own negle&t of 
Obedience to the ſpirit of Truth, which leadeth into all 
Truth; forthe Fruth is no other than che Tree of Lite, 
which is Chriſt, in whom no mans faith can abide, withour 
works of Holineſs ; for where men have a Faith, without 
works of Righteouſneſs, their building is founded upon a 
rotten foundation, againſt which the Gates. of Hell do 
ever prevail, that 1s, - ron own Lufits they are led, and 
kent in bondage, not laving any right to. the promiſe, 
which only belon the free born, who are redeemed 
by the power of al els Life, and made heirs of the 


Land, avenly Feraſalem, which is from 
aboye, 
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above, and is the Mother of all chem that abide in faithfat. 
neſsto the end. Now hereevery unrighteous and covetous 
minded man is ſhut our from entring the Kingdom of Heas 
ven ; nay, though he may be outwardly righteous, as was 
one ia Chriſts day, when he ſaid, It was eaſier for a Camel 
to g9 through the eye of a Needle, than for a rich man to enter 
the Kingdom Heaven, which is for this caul2 of a coveting 
deſire, to which their love is joyned, that their love abounds 
more to delight therein, than to part with all, to take u 
the Croſs, in true love, to follow Chriſt, who hath laid, 
He that loverch any thing more than me, tis not worthy of me. 
Now for what end, dv people think, were theſe things 
written? do they think that God is ſuch anvther as them- 
ſclvcs, or thit he will be mocked ? No verily, God will 
not be mocked, ſuch as every man ſowerh, of the ſame he 
ſmall reap, whether to the fleſh or to the ſpirit, the one be- 
ing life, the other death ; for, to be carnally minded is Death, 
but to be ſpiritnally minded is Life and Peace; which things 
ought by all men to be duely conſidered, before Time be 
no more, for «s Death leaves, ſo Fudament finds, and in the 
Grave they cannot repent ; but thele things are not regarded 
nor minded among many, therefore 15 it written, The foot 
hath ſaid in his heart there is no God; which though in 
words he acknowledge God, yet the bent of his covetous 
mind draws the, heart from retaining God in its thoughts, - 
that ſuch men live without God 1n the World, for by . 
their deeds they manifeſt the ſame ; therefore is it that 
there is 00 true faving knowledge, of God to them; and in 
this Rate are all covetous men, among: whom many are 
they rhat have taken upon them the.Name of God and 
Chrift, whoſe words they have flollen, who through cove- 
touſncls make it their Trade to gain Money by ; this is alle

{0 as covetouſneſs can do no good work to it felf, neithec 
can it do that;,which is properly good to another, therefore 
15 It not ſafe to be too far concerned with the god of any 
covetous Ulurer, for as it wholly tends to the deitruNion of 
the ſoul of him chat binds, (o it a:ſotends to impoveriſh 
him that isb>und ; for the luit of a covetous man, namely, 
the Devil, hisidol and god, will never ſuffer the rult and 
canker to feed upon tis Money, nor the mote to devour his 
goods, more than to tupply the neceſſity of any man with- 
outintereſt; ſo that the mercy and piry of a covetous man 
15 plain Crue!ty, not only to his 0:+n ſoul, bur alſo to the 
body ot others, who are concerned with the idol or god of 
a Cnvetous man, whoſe mind is always bent towards the 
ellarging of his idol ; therefore he taketh the opportunity 
of every advantage, by bill, bond, morcgage, and che like, 
to enrich himſelf with thoſe things which will peri;h with 
him, except he repent ; an1 of this natuÞ, by opporuw- 
nity, through advantage of ano mans necey, do men 
enrich and impovert{h one another ; ſo that Oppreiſion 
among Men 15 like to a {w eping rain, which drives all from 
one man into the bounds and poſſeſfon of another, through 
which many men arecnlarged with Mountains, Hills and 
Vallies, when many have not whereon to ſet their foot ; 
and of this nature is it that CoverouſneſPIcads ro Ulury, 
Oppreſſion, and the like. which hath divided the things of 
this World, and is the only portion of every coverous, 

roud and vain man, which does not forſake and repent of 
zll his evil deeds, and covet after the better part, uato 
which is the promiſe, of adding all ' things needful;, there- 
fore is it written, The Righteous are never forſaken, nor their 
ſeed begging Bread, Say unto che righteous, it ſhall go well witli 
Hh them, 
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them, bat nith the wicked it (ball go ill, Therefore ſtudp 
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aiter Righteouſneſs, and covet after the better part, again( 
Which, luſt ro covertouſneis, cannot prevail; for Juſt to 
covert a{rcr the Riches ol this Worid, is as natural ro the. 
Children of men, as the ground 1s natural to bring forth 
Weeds; theretore 1s it, that men by nature, of their own 
wills, wildoms, k1owledges, reaſons. rightequlneſſes, and. 
the like, will not come under the crols, to hear and obey 
Moſes and the Prophets, to tultfl what the T.aw required of 
him to do ; ſoalfo are they accurſ.d which retuſe to hear 
and obey the Voice of the Scn of Gcd, wv holc gift of divine 
light is the condemnation of every covetous mans thoughts, 
words and works ; {ſo that Covetculnels is of no profit to 
ary man that gains the riches of this world, with the loſs of 
.his ſoul ; bt godl neſs, with content, 15 great gain, to them that 
fear od, work righteouſneſs, do juitly, love mercy, walk humbly, 
and do no other th'ng to others, than as themſelves would be done: 
unto, Yet notwithitanding this, and whatever elle is 


- written in the holy Scriptures againſt Coverouſneſs, how: 


do men daily nouriſh and cheriſh it, as if it were agodd 
of ſuch a nature and life, as to abide with them forever ; 
therefore are they ſo choice cf this luſt of unrighteouſneſs, 
that for its fin they provide the largeſt cloak; for of all 
other ſins, Covetouſnels is moſt in credit among the Sons 
of men, therefore they will;net let this Devil go uaked, 


but cloarh it with credible Names, nat as fin or vile, but. 


as thrift, provident.good care of 4 mans own,and care of the main, 
chance, andnot only ſo, but wilt proteCt and defend it withy, 
S&criprure words, 2112. He that provideth not for his own houſe. 
& worſe than an Idfiael, and hath acpyed the Fauh, Therefore 
as Cod direfteth, 1s my labour to uncloak and lay, open this; 
Luſt, Devil and din of Coyetouſnels,, which abweth in oy, 
| | wuiuec 
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wiſe and prudent of this World, who, through coveting 
atter Money,. the love of which ts the root of all evil, in them 
that will neither enter the Kingdom of Heaven, nor ſuffer others 
which are entering, to go therein ; which doth maniteſt their 
Covetou ſneſs to exclude all love and fear to God, and all 
love and pity to their Neighbours good. Nay, what fin is 
it, that Covetouſnels leads men not to commit ? it leadeth 
them that are covetous to oprreſs, cozen, deceive, lye, and 
ſell their Conſcience for every trifle; alſo, it leads men to 
turn from the Faith, betray the Truth, ſell it for Money, 
and to hold the Truth in Unrighteouſneſs; it leads men to 
forlake all gaod Religion, toturn Perſecucors, which is the 
greateſt Oppreſſion that can be, for it ſweeps away the Life 
and E(tate of many men; it I.ads mertto wait as Troops 
of Robbers, to kill and deſtroy by the conſent of unrigh- 
teous Laws, which have been made by coverous Ulſurers. 
And I may fay, Coverouſneſs not only leads men to kill 
and (teil by the high-way, bur to rob God of his trononr, 
by ftealing his words which he ſpake by the mouth of his 
holy Ones, whoſe words they {ell for Money, each looking 
for his gain from his Qyarter, which if any man refuſe to 
pay, open war 15 prepared againſt him ; and of this, and 
the like nature doth Covetouſnels lead men to fin againſt 
God, even tothe Jdeltroying of their peace with him ; for 
#0 the Wicked there 1s n) true peace tn this life, nor in the Life 
#0come. Covetouſne(s 15 one of the chief gates and Inlets ro 
the broad way. of D-ath, Fell and Deftruition, and is 10 
delighttul and welkplealing, that many are led thereby 
into all manner of Abornations, even to rebel again 
God and King, and to change the form of Worſhip ar 
every change in Government. In ſhore, it leadeth Parents 
to-deitroy their Children, and Children to deſtroy their

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Parents; all, it icadeth men ro lye and ſwear, and to hold 
the the Truth in unrighteouſneſs, and to pervert th&truth, 
thereby to turn the cauſe of the Fatherlels and Widdow, 
Therelore let all men beware of coveting atter that w hich 
God hath torbidden ; for while ſome have becn coveting 
after Riches, they have erred from the faith, and pierced 
themſelves through with many ſorrows, becauſe it is ſuch 
a ſin, that it draws the foul of him that is over much righ- 
teous, into perditior, ; for over much righteous before men, 
is over much wicked in rhe fight of God, ihecauſe its only 
mans own works, which 1s plain hypocriſie and deceit, and 
indeed ſo are all things which are not done by man in truth 
and ſincerity, with uprightneſs of heart and mind to God, 
whole all-ſeeing eye beholderh the evil and the good in all 
men whatever, among whom che heart of ſome that labour 
to be rich, is pierced throygh with many ſorrows ; tor it 
is written, They that will be rich, fall into many Temptations, 
and « Sxare, and many fooliſh and hurtful Luſts, which araw 
men into peraition ; tor lult to Covetouſneſs, is ſuch a ſubril 
Enemy, and the Devils ſnare is ſo cunningly contrived, and 
ſo tull of fair pretencess that let a man be once in love: with 
Money, he knows nor which way to wind himſelf our ; 
for it doth ſo bewilder, fetter ang entangle his mind, even 
to the deſtruQion of his ſoul, and loſs of body alſo, yet 
how vehemently with care and diligence, will men vindi- - 
cate Covetouſnels, becauſe that care and diligence there 
may be, and ought to be, but the truth is, every covetous 
man makes care and diligence a cloak for Covetouſneſs, 
whereby be is ſheltered againſt all reproof; in which itate 
mans life az1ong his Neighbours is not much deſireable, 
neither by the Poor lamented at his Death, but rather re- 
' joyce at the dividing of his Idol, to whom God hath not

given the priviledge of a be who hath a Child tv 
inheric his old Apparel. And again, an [nheritence haſtily 
gotten by covetous men,ſoon walterh among their Children, 
tor all that is gained not agreeable to truth and righteoul- 
els, tis under the curſe; for the promiſe of bleſſing is 
only to that which is gained according to Gods Word, 
which is, That men (bould firſt ſeek the Kingdom of Heaven, 
and the Righteou(ne{s thereof, unto which is tÞ}= promile, of 
adding all other things meedfal ; for God that .uketh care to 
provide ior the birds of the air, and the beaſts of the field, 
tak th the greater care for them that fear him and work 
rightcouſnels. So that in whomſoever God is not retained 
in their thoughts, words and works, cannot be agreeable 
with his Truth; theretore are they of the World, the 
ways of which ace Covetouſnefs, through which they op- 
preſs one another, even like to the {weeping rain.

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eft his Fleſh, to drink his Bloo! todo his Will, to foHow 
his gift of divine Light, to hear and obey hrs Word, to 
unprove bt» Talant, and meaſure of his Spirit of Truth, 
w hich leads into all truths which 15 Bread and Wine in- 
decd, without Money , without Price, the; Brea of the 
Kingdom, the Warer of Life, of which aft a man cat 
and drink, he can neither hunger nor thirſt, far it giv- 
eth life to all that hunger and thirſt after Righteouſneſs, 
Thele things are not hid from man, unto whom the 
{pirit ſaiti, Come, rate of the Water of Life freely ; come, take 
theyo'e, it ts eaſte, and the burden is light ; com?, take up: 
the Croſs, and follow hins, that in all thinzs hath done the 
Fathers will, Yor the Redemption and Salvation of all them that 
hear h;#s, and obey him, todo his will, which is m::at and drink 
indeed. Here the heavy are made light, and the mourner 
1s comforted, yea, he of a fad Countenancs hath bis hearc 
made betcer;. here the flying. Cherub and the glittering
